Five hours after the $5 million 


Boeing 707 landed at Internation- 
al Airport, trucks, baggage trail- 
ers, ambulances and armed offi- 
cers still surrounded the plane to 
prevent its departure. 


There were 67 persons aboard 


on the flight which originated in 
Los Angeles and was en route to 
Houston, Tex. 


All but six crewmen and four 


passengers were released. None 
of them was injured when 
offi- 


cers shot out 10 tires as the plane 
attempled to taxi and take off. 


Mrs. Adelia Wysong of San An- 


tonio, Tex., a passenger, said that 
after the airliner left Phoenix, 
Ariz., the gunmen announced they 
were taking the plane and flying 
straight 
to Havana, but would 


land at El Paso for fuel. 


She said a pregnant woman sit- 


ting behind her became hysteri- 
cal and this apparently led to the 
decision to release all the passen- 
gers except four who remained as 
hostages. 


There were conflicting reports 


as to the number of gunmen in- 
volved. Most passengers spoke of 
two. But Miss Nancy Pearsall, a 
reservation agent for Continetal, 
said she understood there were 
four.

Nobody Calls 
Russian Part 
East Germany 


By JOHN BAUSMAN 


BERLIN <AP> — The country 


known abroad as East Germany 
has a variety of names. Rut 
German calls if East Germany. 


East 
Germany's 
Communists 


call their country the German 
Democratic Republic — or GOR. 
Or Democratic 
Germany. They 


regard it as an independent Ger- 
man state, worthy of recognition 
as such, 


West Germans still refer to it 


as the Soviet zone of occupation. 
Or they call it just 'the zone." 
They regard its government as a 
Soviet puppet regime forced upon 
the people and not worthy of rec- 
ognition. In fact thcv feel it is so 
unworthy of recognition that 
the 


west German government, breaks 
off relations with any country ex- 
cept the Soviet Union that extends 
official recognition to East Ger- 
many. 


There is another West German 


term for East Germany — "Mid- 
dle Germany." This is based on 
the theory that beyond "Middle 
Germany" lies an East Germany 
made up of those eastern parts 
of prewar Germany now assigned 
to Poland and the Soviet Union. 


Whatever you call it. East Ger- 


many is the smaller segment of 
divided Germany. With an area 
of 4l',700 square miles, it is less 
than a third the size of West Ger- 
many's 143,280 scjuare miles. Its 
17 'million population 
compares 


with 52 million for West Germany. 


The country's boundaries—from 


the. Baltic Sea on the north to 
Czechoslovakia on the south, from 
the Oder-Neisse border with Po- 
land on the east to the Iron Cur- 
tain border with West Germany 
—were drawn at the allied con- 
ference at Potsdam in 1945. right 
after World War II. At that time 
East Germany was set up as the 
Soviet zone of occupation. 


The Soviet occupiers ruled with 


a strong hand. They dismantled 
factories and tore up railroad 
track as reparations to be shipped 
off to the Soviet Union. 


Early local elections in the So- 


viet zone showed the majority of 
voters opposed to the Communist- 
run Socialist Unity party. But 
with Soviet backing, the party 
gained control of the zone's politi- 
cal; life and became its govern- 
ing party when the German Dem- 
ocratic Republic was proclaimed 
on Oct. 7, 1949. 


This was the Soviet answer to 


the establishment of the Federal 
Republic of (West) Germany by 
France, the United States
